The Workiug Men (<f Enslaud and Hie 
Franchise.

Among the 
superior ordor of working men there is to bo 
lound a great deal more intelligence, and at 
least as much thrift us among the small shop- 
keeper and beer- house class. It would bo 
doing them, who nro already possessed of the 
franchise, small service, as well us paying 
them a wrotohed compliment, on pretence of 
doing justice to their order, to place on a 
level with them, by Act of Parliament, 
crowds of persons who have never so much

dnco poverty or dependence as the of (o rj9Q , o tlm( p0 , jUM] s(alua whfcjh bMef 

men havo achieved. Experience has shown 
how incompatible with poverty and idle 
habits is the proper discharge of theeleolora! 
irust. Nor must the moral aspect of the 
question be lost sight of. One great object 
of lowering tho Iranchise was to hold out lo 



characteristic) of a political ohis*. That 
■well known politician Mr T. Hughes, 
argued that tho " excossivo Holvoncy" 
Of tho uppor and middle clauses dis- 
qualified them for appreciating tho 
views of working men, contrasting 
tho "depondonco" of tho latter with 
tho " indopondenco" of the former. 
From documents latoly laid boforo tho 
public it would be found very diflicult 
to maintain that position, liut thuro 
is no difficulty in proving that tho 
greater portion of tho workiug men are, 
according to their modo of living, as 
well provided against a rainy day us 
tho average shopkeopor, cloik, artist 
or professional man generally. Thoir 
position is tho result of an organization 
of labor; tho various classos of trades 
havo co.oporatod and associated so 
that tho absoluto " dependence" or 
uncertainty of sub.-istenco as the char- 
acteristic of tho ordor has to a great 
extent disappeared. With Trades' 
Unions, Friendly Sociebios, Bonofit 
Sociotios, und Societies for mutual 
help of all kinds and descriptions, a 
working man has always tho means of 
assistance at hand. By those agencies 
ho can and does insure himself against 
Bicknoss, accident, old age, loss or sus- 
pension of employment, domoBi.it; casu- 
altios, or any kind of contingency 
which might 'cither diminish his in- 
come or increase his expenditure. 
Working men can, by thousands to„ 
gether, cease from labor of their own 
froo will, in order to enhance, if pos- 
sible, tho valuo of that labor, and, 
bo far from living in a stato of help- 
loss dopondenco, thoy can put this 
pressure upon thuir employers for 
months at a time. Theso working 
men's clubs havo large accumulations 
of capital at tho sorvico of their mom. 
hers. Tho Itoport of tho Registrar ol 
Friondly Societies, of last year, gives 
a list of theso Associations, extending 
over 132 pagos, printed in double 
columns, and this list is entirely inde- 
pendent of associations for tho purpose 
of trade. Then tho accumulations of 
privato capital, as exhibitod in the 
returns of tho savings banks, are enor 
mous. Tho old savings banks alone 
have noarly a million and a-half ol 
depositors, with an augregato of do_ 
posits little short of lour millions of 
money j in fact, tho average amount 
of each depositor is £-ti 7s. 8d. It is 
presumed that tho depositors mainly 
represent the working classes, conse- 
quently it follows that upwards of a 
million of working men possess, upon 
an average, private capital equal lo 
six months' subsistence, apart from 
thoir claims on Unions and Socioties. 
All this, too, is excluBivo of tho sums 
doposjtcd in tho now saving banks 
oponod at tho post ofiieoa by tho Gov- 
ernment, and of (ho annuities pur- 
chased on Biir.ilur security. .Now, it 
is asked, upon tho whole, if theio is 
any calling which is bettor provided 
or loss dopondont than this? Labor 
is organized, not according to social., 
istB' theory, by Stato agency, but by 
tho bottor ogoncy of working men 
thomeolvos. Upwards of ton thousand 
of these societies havo made returns to 
the -Registrar, showing tho number of 
members to ho 1,874,425, and the 
amount of funds to be £5,362,028 sig. 
Add this sum to tho deposits in the 
old and now savings banks together, 
. and it shows a total sum of more than 
fifty millions of money which the 
working classes in England alone have 
put by. Tho total number of " work, 
ors" in England alone, main and female 
togothor, is 7,;")UU,U()U, so that, upon an 
average, every man and woman of the 
working class would havo a saving ol 
some £7 to fall back upon. This, ol 
course, is a rough calculation, but it 
will sudivo to show that the working 
-Sftisses of Britain are not, in their 
own spheres, more " dopondont" or 
helpless than the class abovo thoin. 
It may now be asked, if such is tho posi- 
tion of the working men in ..England, why 
withhold the franchise from ihom ? It is 
answered, that however anxious statesmen 
may bn that working men Bbould posses.-' 
their own share in the political influence ol 
rho country, yet for their sakes as well as 
that of others, it is objected to give them a 
" monopoly of the representation," or, which 
would virtually amount to the same thing, lo 
enfranchise so many of them as to rendei 
them masters of tho situation in manufactur- 
ing towns, und in a majority of tho boroughs. 
For there ure suob things as trades' unii ns, 
of which the tyranny is irresistible. Com- 
binations of workmen against their employ ■ 
ors nud " Blrikus " ure of daily occurrence ; 
those habits, undoubtedly, supply a veiy 
strong argument against entrusting, with a 
prnpriridi raneo ol political influenoo, the 
elrt-Hft* which indulge in thoin. For it is 
well flsoflrtftiriml that tho prime movers in 
slnkes, dOfflblnatlODS bad trades' unions urn 
not wftlMo-do fflflohanloi, routing £10 
houses, which now gives thoin n vote, whiub 



the working classes a motive for good con- 
duct and provident habits. Some, of the 
" lancy " franchises, if made large enough, 
would adu.it a number of the working classes 
which would bo an unmixed good. Wbut 
could pruduce a moro excellent moral etleet 
than the saving's bank frauchise, if it wiro 
low enough 1 And why should not the 
franchise bo extended to other classes of pro- 
perty ? Why should not tho man who pos- 
sesses X30 or £40 of realised properly of any 
sort in a bunk or any other lorm not have a 
vote'J If tho "moral" elevation of the 
working clashes wore uimed at, the household 
franchise should not be lowered indiscrimin- 
ately; it should be kept at a high standard, 
and the franchise should be otherwise ex- 
tended — by plans based upon intelligence 
and providence — to tho»e who have DO desire 
to overthrow ull the institutions ol the coun- 
try. The conslitui on guards the rithta and 
liberties pi all, by arming each class with a 
cheek upon the eucroac.hmi nls of the other 
on society. The delect in Mr Gladstone's 
bill wus that it put in die bunds of a class a 
lever to monopolise tho whole power of Ihe 
Stato. Tho electric telegraph iulorms us 
that an amendment to tho now bill by Mr 
Gladstone; proposing a £5 household qualifi- 
cation bus been lost by a majority ol 21. The 
arrival of the long delayed muil puts us in 
possession of the principle cf the Derby bill. 
The Reform Act of 1832 altered tho distribu- 
tion of polit cal power, und restored the Con u 
stitu'lon by placing the middle classos in 
that situation to which they were entitled, 
and which was most likely to prove advan- 
tageous to themselves and to the community. 
As ve anticipated, tho moderate Liberals 
and Constitutional Whigs have ranued them- 
selves under the Conservative banner. Tho 
day has gone by when it was practicable 'o 
urgo upon Parliament the deposition either 
ef tho middle and upper classes generally, or 
io particular of that portion oi" them which \t 
dependent upon the the land. It is a difficult 
question to settle ; six different sessions it has 
been before the House ot Cotrmons, and it is 
not called for now by uny rational movement 
of intelligent public opinion, but mainly by 
those who are riot willing to recogc ze that 
in the present social slate of Great Britain, 
where a dense populat on and the accumula- 
tion of a long history have produced a vast 
contrast of coudilicns, precautions, therefore, 
mu3t be tuken that poverty shull not become 
hupreme. If their clamor for a share covers 
a design upon the whole; il they intend to 
ignore property in Ihe distribution of power ; 
if, under pretence of breaking down exclu- 
sive barriers, they contemplule setting up Ihe 
rule of numbers— tnen ihose who venerate 
ihe ancient lines of the constitution mast 
unite to oppose any plan lor extending the 
franchise that will virtually dislrancb ise thoto 
who now hold it.

A Bill intituled an Act for the Union of 
Canada, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick, and the Government thereof; 
and for Purposes connected therewith. 



3, — Ontario and Quebec. 

81. The Legislatures ol Ontario and Que- 
bec respectively shall be called together nol 
later than Six Months alter the Union. 

82. The Lieutenant Governor of Ontario 
and of Qaebec shall from Time to Time, iu Iho 
Queen's Name, by Instrument under the Groat 
Seal of the Province, summon and call to- 
gether thu Legislative Assembly of the Pro- 
vince, 

83. Until the Legislature of Ontario or of 
Quebec otherwise provides, a Person accept- 
ing or holding in Ontario or Quebec any 
Otlice, Commission, or Employment, perma- 
nent or temporary, at thu Nomination of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, to which an annual 
Salary, or any Fee, Allowance, Emolument, or 
or Profit of any kind or amount whatever 
from the Province is attached, shall not be 
eligible as a Member of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the respective Province, nor shall he Bit 
or votu as such j but nothing in this .Section 
shall make ineligible any Person being a Mem 1 
her of ihe Executive Council of the respective 
Province, or holding any of the following 

Offices, that is to say, the Offices of Attorney- 
General, Secretary and Registrar of the Pro-, 
vinee, Treasurer of tho Province, Commis- 
sioner of Crown Lands, anil Commissioner of 
Agriculture, and Public Works, and in Quebec 
Solicitor-General, or shall disqualify him to 
ill or vole in the llouso for which he is elected, 
provided ho is elected while holding such 
Olfico. 

84. Until the Legislatures of Ontario, and 
Qaebec respectively otherwi.su prowile, all 
Laws which at the Union are in force lu theso 
Provinces respectively, relative to thu follow- 
ing .Mailers, or any of them, namely, — lliu 
Qualifications and Disqualifications of Persons 
to be elected or to sit or votu as Members ol 
tho Assembly of Canada, the Qualifications or 
Disqualification of Voters, the Oaihs to he 
lakca by Voters, thu Returning officers, their 
Powers and Duties, thu Proceedings at EfeC" 
Hons, the Periods during which such oloCtiotlS 
may be continued, and tho Trial ol control 
verted Elections and thu Proceedings incident 
thereto, tho vacating of the Seats of Members 
and tho Issuing and Execution of new Wins 
in casu of seats vacated otherwise than by 
Dissolution, shall respectively apply to Blue 
lions of Members to Burvo in the respective 
Legislative Assemblies of Ontario and Quo-, 
bee. 

Provided that until tho Legislature of 
Ontario otherwise provides, at any Election for 

u Member of tho Legislative Assembly ot 
Ontario for tho District of Algoma, in addition 
to Persons qualified by thu Law of iho Pro* 
vinco ot Canada to votu, every British Subject, 
aged Tweutyono Years or upwards, being a 
Householder, shall have a Yuto. 



85. Every Legislative Assembly of Ontario 
and every Legislative Assembly of Quebec 
shall continue for four years from tho Oay of 
the Return of the Writs for choosing tho samo 
(subject nevertheless to either the Legislative 
Assembly of Ontario or ihe Legislative Asset)' 
bly ot Quebec being hooaer dissolved by iho 
Lieutenant-Governor of tho Province), and no 
longer. 

80. There shall bo a Session of tho Legis- 
lature ot Ontario and ol that of Quebec onco at 
least in every Year, so that Twelve Mouths 
shall not intervene between the lust Sitting of 
iho Legislature in each Province iu one Ses* 
sion and ils first Sitting in tho next Session. 

87. The following Provisions of this Act re- 
specting tho House of Commons of Canada 
b Lull extend and apply to the Legislative As> 
somblies of Ontario and Qaebec, lb lit is lo 
say, — thu Provisions relating to ihe Election 
originally and on Vacancies, the Duties of tho 
Sneaker, tho Absence of iho Speaker, the 
Quorum, and the Mode of voting, as if thoso 
Provisions were here re-enacted and mado api 
plicablo in Terms to each such Legislative 
Assembly. 

4. — Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 

88. The Constitution of Iho Legislature of 
each of tho Provinces of Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick shall, sahject to the Provisions of 
this Act, continue as it exists at tho Union 
until altered under tho Authority of this Act; 
and tho House of Assembly of New lirunswick 
existing at the passing of this Act slmll, unless 
sooner dissolved, continue for tho Period for 
which it was elected. 

5. — Ontario, Quebec and Nova Sculia. 
80. Each of thu Lieutenant-Governors of 

Ontario, Qaebec, and Nova Scotia shall cause 
Writs to bo issued for tho Kirst Election of 
Members of the Legislative Assembly thereof 
in such Form and by such Person as bo thinks 
fit, and at such Time and addressed to such 
Returning Officer as the Oovernor-General 
directs, and so that tho Kirst Election of Mem- 
ber of Assembly for any Electoral District or 
any Subdivision thereof shall be held at the 
same Time and at tho same Places as thu 
Election for a Member to servo in tho House 
of Commons of Canada for that Electoral Dis- 
trict. 

C. — The Four Provinces. 

90. The following Provisions of this Act 
ling tho Parliament of Canada, —namely, 
Provisions relating to Appropriation luid 

Tax Hills, tho Recommendation of Money 
Votes, the Assent lo Hills, tho Disallowance of 
Acts, and the Signification of Pleasure on Hills 
reserved, --shall extend and apply lo tho Legisi 
latures of the several Provinces as if those 
Provisions were here re-onaclcd and made 
applicable in Terms lo the respective Pro- 
vinces and the Legisluturos thereof, with 
the substitution of the Lieutenant-Governor 
ol the Provinces lor the Governor- General, 
of the Governor-General lor tho Queen and 
for a Secretary ol State, ol One Year for 
Two Years, and of ihe Province for Canada 
Vl. — DISTRIBUTION OF LEGISLATIVE 
POWERS. 

POWERS OF THE PARLIAMENT 

91. It shall bo lawful for the Queen by 
and with tho Advice and Consent of tne 
Senate and House of Commons to make 
Laws for iho Peace, Order, and good Gov- 
ernment of Canada, in relation to all matters 
not coming within iho Classes of Subjects by 
this Act assigned exclusively to the Legisla- 
tures of the Provinces ; and for greater Cer- 
tainty, but not so as to restrict tho General- 
ity ot the foregoing Terms ol this Sociion, it 
is hereby declared that (notwithsta' ding 
anything in this Ael) the exclusive Legisla- 
tive Authority of the Parliament of Canada 
extends to ull Matters coming within Ihe

REPORT. 

From 1st January, i860, to 'dht March, 18C7. 



Tho committee are hnppy to report that, 
notwithstanding the depressed circumstances 
ol tho Limes, they have continued to extend 
the benefits of tlio Institution to the sick and 
ulllicted. Sitico tho lust Report nine patients 
have been admitted ; one has died, uud eight 
have been discharged convalescent, 

In order, however, to enable them to do 
this, they have been compelled to reduce the 
allowances to their efficient nurse and matron, 
Mrs. Ford, during the periods when there are 
no patients in the Infirmary. 

It will nppcur from tho Treasurer's report 
that the total contributions have amounted to 
$1320, while the total expenditure on beliull 
of the patients has fallen short of $1050. It is 
obvious, therefore, that, but for tbu debt which 
presses upon the institution, there would have 
been a considerable balance lo its credit. The 
committee view this as an encouragement to 
persevere in this benevolent Hoik, 

Togtardthe institution nguiiist needless 
expenditure, paying palients have been re- 
quired lo make some payment in advance, ns 
this duly is sometimes forgotten alter the 
benelils haTu been enjoyed. It is pleasing, 
however, to notice more than one case in 
which, without any engagement, discharged 
patients have testified their appreciation ol 
the blessings they have received, by becoming 
liberal contributors to the funds. 

A series of lectures and concerts, under the 
auspices of the Bishop and Mrs. Hills, bus 
netted upwards ot $230 towards the liquida- 
tion ol the debt and of tho interest tbereon, 
which now amounts lo $772; but it is hoped 
that the vote of $250 made some tune ago by 
the House of - Bdembly will be paid by the 
Government and assist to relieve the Institu- 
tion ol this burden. 

Mrs. .Seymour has kindly consented to boo 
come a Patroness of the Infirmary, 

In conclusion the committee, would thank 
the subscribers nnd donors lor llieir benevo- 
lent libeiulity: and here tbey would not fail lo 
mention the great obligation which the sub- 
scribers, patients, and managers, are under lo 
the careful attention ot the medical gentlemen 
who have given their valuable and pratuilous 
services to the charity. They would express 
their firm belief that an institution which ex- 
tends it b benefits to all, without respect to 
nationality or denomination, will not be suf- 
fered to languish for want of funds. They 
would still appeal to Ihe women of this colony 
nol lo look coldly on a wotk which is s> cal- 
culated to conduce to tho comfort and eleva- 
tion ot their Bex, The managers may some- 
times feel a d iflic u 1 13* in drawing a line as lo 
the cases which deserve admission, but they 
believe that tho subscribers will fully bear 
them out. in the view that, whilo they should 
guard the Institution against being made the 
starting point for a fresh career in vice, they 
should never turn away a poor perishing out- 
cast, by whatever causes her affliction may 
have been produced.
